Superintending   Scliool   Committee,  to  the 


Your  Committee  invite  the  attention  of  the  town  to  the  follow- 
ing particulars : — 

1.  The  State  of  School  Houses. 

We  find  but  one  good  school-house  in  town,  and  that  is  in  Dis- 
trict No.  4.  All  the  others  are  decidedly  poor,  and  many  of 
them  totally  unfit  for  use  :  the  seats  are  high  and  narrow  ;  very 
little  room  for  recitation,  or  for  the  arrangement  of  classes  ;  and 
poorly  supplied  with  black-board.  Many  of  them  are  destitute 
of  underpinning,  and  are  otherwise  so  much  out  of  repair  as  to 
be  cold  and  unhealthy  ;  presenting  a  most  uninviting  appearance. 
It  is  at  best  very  difficult  to  cultive  correct  school  habits  under 
such  circumstance.  Every  school-house,  besides  being  commo- 
dious, should  be  well  finished,  neatly  painted,  and  made  to 
possess  an  attractive  appearance  ;  and  should  contain  at  least 
sixty  square  feet  of  black-board. 

2.  The  duties  of  Prudential  Committees. 

On  them  rests  the  responsibility  of  employing  teachers  ;  and 
to  have  good  schools,  good  teachers  must  be  in  them.  In  hiring 
a  teacher  the  motto  should  be,  The  good  of  the  school,  and  not, 
The  benefit  of  a  friend.  It  is  manifestly  bad  economy  to  employ 
teachers  who  are  so  young  as  to  be  largely  wanting  in  mental 
discipline  and  maturity,  and  having  very  little  knowledge  of 
human  nature.  Prudential  Committees  will  also  allow  us  to 
call  their  attention  to  their  duties  as  specified  in  the  school  laws 
of  New  Hampshire. 
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3.  The   Interest    which    Parents    should    take   in  their 

Schools. 

It  is  a  painful  fact  that  all  efforts  to  induce  parents  to  visit  even 
the  school  which  their  own  children  attend, have  been  comparative 
ly  fruitless.  There  is  not  a  single  District  where  a  majority  of  the 
parents  have  visited  their  schools  once  during  a  term.  Here  is 
a  lack  which  can  never  be  supplied  from  any  other  source.  We 
wish  to  say  to  every  parent,  it  is  your  duty  to  visit  your  school. 
While  you  manifest  an  .interest  in  everything  else  connected  with 
the  daily  employment  of  your  children,  why  should  you  not  in 
this,  which  is  shaping  their  immortal  nature?  An  occasional 
visit  to  the  school-room  would  awaken  in  them  a  deeper  interest 
in  their  studies,  and  impress  your  own  mind  with  the  evils  re- 
sulting from  the  irregularities  in  the  attendance  of  scholars.  One 
of  the  most  formidable  evils  with  which  the  teachers  in  some  of 
our  schools  have  to  contend,  is  tardiness,  and  absences  by  the 
day  and  half  day.  In  this  way  one  lesson  after  another  is  so 
broken  in  upon  that  every  thing  like  thoroughness  is  banished 
from  the  school.  The  responsibility  ot  this  evil  rests  entirely 
on  you,  and  to  you  we  must  look  for  the  remedy.
